THE MAGAZINE—The secretary has a very good report in that it 
has such bright prospects for the coming year, making a firm basis to work 
on, with the result we are sure that the work will show a great gain this 
coming year. A magazine shower during convention resulted in 74 sub- 
scriptions, 61 new and 13 renewals. | 

EXTENSION WORK—The extension _work has much to offer in the 
splendid report given and this committee recommends that the delegates 


-. of this Convention go back to their homes with the possibilities of future 
work along this line, impress strongly upon their hearts and minds with‘a 


firm resolve to do their uttermost to make it a stronger department and 
a more successful one. 

YOUNG WOMEN’S—With three new societies to report this past year 
and its other work carried out regularly and in order, we recommend that 


this be an index to the work for the coming year and that more stress be _ 


placed on the organizing of Young Women’s Societies. | 

STAND OF EXCELLENCE—With 3 Women’s and 1 Young Women’s
